‘Not compatible with Civic Center’ 





lanners 
‘chicken’ permit 


A request for a conditional 
use permit toestablishacarry- 
out food business across the 
street from the proposed Civic 
Center Library at Euclid and D 
Street was unanimously denied 
by the Planning Commission 
Thursday, Aug. 25. 

Several Upland residents and 
businessmen appeared at the 
public hearing to voice protest 
to the petition, which involved 
a take-out fried chicken estab- 
lishment. 

The Planning Commission 
denied the petition on the 
grounds that the fried chicken 
business was not compatible 
with the public investment ir 
the Civic Center. 

The PUC request was sub. 
mitted by Rollen V. Cox of 669 
Quince Ave., Upland, through 
Charles Bell of the Bell Realty 
Co., who maintains an office at 
the same location. 


Ice cream stand, too 


Bell also revealed at the 
hearing that overall plans for 
development of the site included 
a take-out ice cream stand plus 

ther retail stores. or busines- 


ses of an unidentified nature.’ 


The property at the present 
time is occupied by two older- 
type houses, 

Among the complaints regis- 
tered was one by a retiredChi- 
cago policeman, now an Upland 
Fesident and taxpayer, who said 
that the city was fortunate to 
have inherited one of the most 
beautiful boulevards inthe 
world. He said the type business 
proposed would downgrade the 
area, disturb the quiet of a 
library, pose a traffic hazard 
and would attract unsavory 
characters who might prey up- 
on small children. 

“Smell” mentioned 

‘Who would want to sitina 
library and be bothered by flies, 
the smell of frying grease and 
the noise which this type busi- 
ness would generate?’’ he 
asked. He added emphatically 
‘‘we must protect our small 
children’? in referring to the 
type people who are lured to 
some areas where they know 
youngsters come and go, such 
as a brary. 

The latter remarks brought 
a heated denial from one man 
who identified himself as Ben 
Graham of San Bernardino, ‘‘an 
official of Lucille’s Golden 
Chicken and a deputy sheriff of 
San Bernardino County -- ac- 
tive.’’ 

He pointed out he had half- 
interest in a fried chicken store 
in the City of San Bernardino 
and no such problems as men- 





tioned had ever been encoun- 
tered. 

‘We have no fly problem, 
we don’t serve morons and it’s 
no teenage hangout,’’ he de- 
clared. ‘‘That man (in refer- 
ring to the retired Chicago po- 
lice officer) doesn’t know what 
he’s talking about. He’s mis- 
informed. If he can prove what 
he says I'll close down my 
business.’’ 


Others voice protests 


Meanwhile, others who spoke 
opposing the permit tncluded 
Paul Hottel, who questioned the 
length of the lease for the pro- 


posed business and the type 
construction planned for the 
building. 


Another, who identified him- 
self as Paul Pope, said he 
‘fmost vociferously’’ objected 
to the proposed establishment 
because ‘‘it’s not conducive to 
Euclid Avenue’s growth and the 
Civic Center.’”’ 

Another protester, Jim Mc- 
Coy of 359 Euclid Ave., said 
‘this is not the type building 
that should be opposite the Ci- 
vic Center. It will positively 
affect traffic. It would blend tn 
better somewhere else in the 
city but not with the Civic Cen- 
ter.’’ 

Howard Merrill, who identi- 
fied himself as ‘‘a citizen and 
homeowner”’’ said granting of 
the permit ‘‘would be a terrible 
mistake.’’ 


Consultant's opinion 


After the Planners heard both 
pros and cons to the proposal 
the opinion of the commission’: 
planning consultant, Simon Eis- 
ner, was then heard. 

Eisner said: 

‘Use would be inappropriate 
in this location. It is not con- 
sidered compatible with the 
public investment in the Civic 
Center both from the standpoint 
of service rendered, method of 
operation and architectural de- 
sign. 


‘*A good test that might be ap- 
plied to all uses proposed in this 
zone (Planned Unit Civic 
Center) is: ‘Does the intended 
use add to or detract from the 
intent and purpose of the district 
and the use of land therein?’ 


‘TI recommend denial on the 
grounds that the use would not 
be compatible with the intent 
and purpose of the PUCC Zone 
and with the uses desirable 
therein.’’ 


Following dental of the permit 
by the Planning Commission, 
Bell then asked what type busi- 
ness could be put on the pro- 
perty. 
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“‘What are the guidelines?’’ 
he asked. 


Would set precedent 


Commissioner Frank Buck 
replied, ‘‘Something which will 
enhance the area. If we granted 
a permit for a fried chicken 
Stand the next requests tocome 
before us would be for a taco 
stand or a hot dog stand. None 
are appropriate in the vicinity 
of a Civic Center.’’ 

Planning Consultant Eisner 
told Bell that the best guide- 
line for the Planned Unit Civie 
Center is: ‘Would the use dig- 
nify Euclid Avenue? Euclid A vee 
nue {s a resource and ts a pre- 
clous place for special types of 
uses. A really substantial use 
that would be up to the Civic 
Center standards and compati- 
ble to the existing residential 
uses on Euclid Avenue.’’ 

Planning Commission Chair- 
man Maynard Book then told 
Bell that the commissioners 
‘facted in good faith in compli- 
ance with the PUCC Zone ordi- 
nance,’ adding that ‘‘objections 
tonight pointed this out and 
clarified its intent.” 

Bell replied ‘1 couldn’t dis- 
agree with you more.,’’ 


Church request granted 


The Council then wenton with 
the agenda, which included 
granting of a conditional use 
permit to establish additional 
land to be used for St. Joseph’s 
Catholic Church for the purpose 
of providing housing for the 
training of Sisters as school 
teachers. 

The latter property, approxi- 
mately a half an acre, is loca- 
ted on the north side of the 
church, some 200 feet west of 
Campus Avenue. 

Also granted was a condi- 
tional use permit to Joseph W. 
Benes of 502 E. 21st St., Up- 
land, for an equestrian estab- 
lishment. The permit will be 
reviewed in three years or 
sooner ‘if events otherwise 
lictate,’’ 


Upland population 
shows 650 increase 


Upland was among seven of 
San Bernardino County’s 12 in- 
corporated cities that showed a 
population increase over the 
past year, according to an es- 
timate released this week by the 
County Planning Department. 

The increase from 29,270 to 
30,020 was a modest 650. 

However, Ontario, Chino, 
Montclair and Fontana are West 
End cities that showed adrop in 
population over the same period 
from July 1965 to July 1966.

The Upland Elementary 
School District today announced 
its decision to transfer al) stu. 
dents, Kindergarten through 6th 
grade, from Upland Elementary 
School to the new Cabrillo 
School or to other schools more 
convenient to the pupils’ homes. 

The announcement was made 
by Elementary School Supt. 
Vern Orum tn an open letter to 
all parents whose children are 
affected by the move. 

It had been planned to trans. 
fer only those youngsters in 
Grades 4 through 6 at Upland 
Elementary School to Cabrillo 
Schoo] after the Board of Trus. 
tees’ decision this summer to 
close Upland Junior High School 
as unsafe, 

The junior high students were 
then to use the neighboring ele. 
mentary school facti{ttes, 

However, the junior high 
school enrollment has exceeded 
all expectations, thereby mak- 
ing additional changes neces- 
sary, Orum sald, 

The complete text of Supt, 
Orum’s letter outlining trans. 
fers, transportation, school 
lunch program and faculty as. 
Slenments follows: 


“Dear Parent: 

“As you know, examination 
of Upland Juntor High Sehool 
by a structural and engineer. 
ing firm, and by the State Di- 
viston of Architecture, found 
several structural defictences 
to the extent that the main part 
of Upland Junior High School 
was found to be unsafe for oc. 
cupancy., The Board of Trus- 
tees, In order to prevent a dis.

Exactly 25 years ago the 
San Antonio Community Hos- 
pital dedicated the then new 
West Pavilion wing which ex- 
panded the hospital’s capacity 
to 65 adult patients and 21 ba- 
dies. 

Now the West Pavilion is be- 
ing prepared for rededication 
in October as the new psychia- 
tric unit. 

When it opens Oct. 24, it will 
boost the hospital’s capacity to 
281 bed patients. 

A lot has happened to San 
Antonio Community Hospital in 
the past 25 years. 

From a small community- 
size hospital, San Antonio has 
grown into a sprawling city 
within a city encompassing 20 
acres between 9th and lith 
Avenues and San Bernardino 
Road. 

In 1941 there were 26 doc- 
tors on the hospital staff and 
the total payroll for hospital 
employees was but $65,000. 

Now the staff includes 80 
doctors, 550 employees, anda 
whopping annual payroll of more 
than $2,000,000. 


The nursery center in 1941 
could only handle 20 bables, now 
the hospital has 40 bassinets. 

An interesting item around 
the nursery center shows that 
the number of babies born an- 
nually has decreased in the last 
couple of years. In 1964 the 
hospital recorded 1,730 births. 
Last year, this number dropped 
to 1,646. 

The decrease in the birth 
rate is generally acknowledged 
to be a result of the increased 
use of birth control pills. 

Food service at the hospital 
has remained at a high quality 


level despite an amazing in- 
crease in the quantity con- 
sumed. 


For example, in 1941 the hos- 
pital served 80,000 meals. Last 
year, 405,883 meals were 
served to patients, staff mem- 
bers and guests. The latter fi- 
gure also represents a jump of 
more than 100,000 over 1964. 

A dletary staff of 45 now 
handles the job once done by 
two cooks. 

And even with the mass pro- 
duction which is now necessary, 
that special touch so evident in 
1941 is still used to make meals 


a pleasant event in 1966. 

An item in a special bro- 
chure prepared for new patient: 
emphasizes the choice of meals 
offered. It states, ‘If you let us 
know your wants in time and if 
it isn’t white truffles, bet you we 
can find it.’’ 

Such minute details as the 
color of the serving trays still 
holds the same importance it 
did in 1941. For gloomy days, 
warm colors are chosen on 
which to serve the meals; for 
hot days, cooler colors are se- 
lected, 

On each tray, at each meal, 
a small rosebud is placed. More 
than 750 patented rose bushes 
were donated to the hospital by 
the Armstrong family, of the 
Armstrong Nurseries, for this 
service. The rose bushes are 
planted throughout the grounds 
of the hospital. 

From 1932 until his death 
in 1963, Dr. A. A. Aita guided 
the phenominal growth of the 
hospital as its administrator. 

John Towers, his assistant, 
is now the administrator. Tow- 
ers joined the hospital in 1953 
as second administrative in- 
tern, a program instituted by 


the University of California at 
Berkeley. He left for several 
years, then returned as Alita’s 
assistant in 1962 and became 
administrator in ’63. 

Under Towers’ direction the 
hospital completed construction 
of its largest addition in 1965. 
The central section which hou- 
ses the lobby and three floors 
of patient rooms and specialized 
rooms was opened that year. 

By 1970, Towers said he 
hopes the hospital will add two 
more floors to the central 
structure, 

The impact on the city in 
which such a hospital 1s located 
can be tremendous. San Antonio 
Community Hospital is present- 
ly the second largest hospital 
in the Pomona Valley and, ac- 
cording to Lou Garcia, Upland 
administrative assistant, could 
make this area the medical cen- 
ter of the West End. 

The Planning Commission 
has been rezoning the area 
around the hospital for busi- 
ness-professional to meet the 
increasing demand of facilities 
for doctors’ offices and conva-

Funeral services for Lewis 
C. Hylbert of 435 Drake Ave., 
Upland, were held Wednesday 
at the mortuary chapel in Po- 
Mona with Rev. W. A, War wr, 
pastor of the Pomona First 
Baptist Church, officiating. He 
died Sunday at Pomona Valley 
Hospital at the age of 89. 

A prominent Mason and for- 
mer missionary, he was born in 
Reedy, W. Va. He was sent to 
China in 1910 as a missionary 
by the American Baptist Fo- 
reign Mission society where 
he served 35 years. 

Captured by the Japanese du- 
ring World War 0, he was re- 
leased in a prisoner exchange 
in September, 1943, but not be- 
fore he had been tortured by 
an American-born Japanese of- 
ficer. The ordeal left him crip- 
pled for life. 

He returned to China in 1946 
and served two more years be- 
fore retiring. He held doctorate 
degrees from columbia Univer- 
sity and Bucknell College. 

A 33rd degree Mason, he was 
a member of Upland Masonic 
Lodge 419, San Bernardino 
Scottish Rite Bodies, Islam 
Temple, San Francisco, and of 
all the York Rite Bodies. He re- 
ceived his Veteran’s Jewel, sig- 
nifying 50 years as a Mason in 

959. 

He is survived by his widow, 
Ethel L., a sister, Mrs.George

Zella Stone, was appointed and then elec- 
ted in her own right to fill the shoes of 
the third Councilman that formeda block. 

Strange as it may seem, we are won- 
dering ifthe Council gradually isn’t split- 
ting into another 3 to 2 division. 

Rossitter and Gibson, we observe quite 
frankly, still are devoted to their 
‘‘cause”’ of better zoning and building. 
However, in our opinion they are becom- 
ing the new minority on the Council in 
this area. 

** 

Let’s be more specific. 

The Architectural Commission 
is needed. Councilman Max Hawkins 
never liked the idea in the first place, 
and his appointments have not proven 
wise ones. Now the new ‘3 to 2 split’ 
is about to kill off the Commission, when 
a clean sweep of membership and new 
appointments would give it a recharged 
chance to function as needed. 

And it is needed. The downtown area 
in its program for modernization sug- 
gested a ‘‘merchant committee’’ to con- 
tro] architectural design. This is not 
strong enough and the Council soon will 
mess up everything unless it keeps a 
broad City-wide Commission. 

We call for the immediate resignation 
of all Architectural Commission mem- 
bers right now, with the hope that one 
of the three Councilmen will support 
Rossitter and Gibson. A new slate of 
members immediately is the only way 
this group will have a chance to survive. 
If present members care, they will re- 
sign; if they don’t care, they may as well 
quit, for the body is collapsing now any- 
way. 

-_* * 

But our concern over City govern- 
ment goes much farther. Witness this: 

Some businesses have gone in by 
cracking existing regulations. The land- 
scaping standards on Foothill have been 
broken. The sign ordinance is shot down 
into nothingness. The requirements for 
landscaping in parking lots, and parking 
ratios, have been lowered. 

There is terrible pressure to make all 
of Mountain Avenue commercial in one 
long strip. Pressure comes to make Eu- 
clid from Arrow to Foothill commercial 
and professional. Foothill would be all 
commercial with little regard for other 
than strip zoning. 

The Foothill service road plan virtu- 
ally has been shattered in areas that 
will come into the city. Even the Chaf- 
fey Union High School District thumbs 
its nose at the City Council’s request of 
almost a year ago to put in a service 
road that is needed on Foothill. 

The Parks ordinance for fees for de- 
velopment was abandoned because of 
pressure by developers. The under- 
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And to top off all the callousness of 
those who would develop our fair city, 
look at the request last week for a fried 
chicken drive-in, along with an ice cream 
drive-in behind it, all in the “protected 
civic center zone’’ across from the new 
Library and Civic Center. 

Now if the real estate interests have 
any sense of civic development, wouldn't 
it be logical to think they would realize 
that something decent would be wel- 
comed across from the new library -- 
not a fried chicken drive-in with 
cars racing in and out Gay and night. 

The fried chicken gambit should stand 
forever as one of the most horrible 
examples of developers trying to crash 
head-on into a sacred zone. There is no 
excuse for making a buck this way at 
the expense of the residents. 

The Planning Commission rightly 
smashed this idea. 


There has been a shift of tactics with- 
in the past two and a half years. 

When Gibson and Rossitter were elec - 
ted, the battle over zoning and building 
was a frontal attack, for then a three- 
man Council] majority was in power. 

Now the effort has shifted to the quiet 
approach, the smiling glad-hand ap- 
proach, the public relations approach. 
And it is working exceptionally well. 

We’re concerned at the trend that 
seems to be taking place. But we’re not 
sure exactly where Mayor James Chris- 
tensen and Councilman Zella Stone ‘‘fun- 
damentally’’ stand. 

We know that Max Hawkins has shifted 
considerably and now can be counted on 
almost always to vote in favor of de- 
velopers and real estate proposals. 

The Mayor is attempting (and correct- 
ly) to be Mayor for all the people, but 
we wonder atthe “degree” of his actions. 
Mrs. Stone still is so new to the Council 
that a positive trend has not welded her to and als« 
one viewpoint ‘without question.”’ 

Our hope is that Hawkins, Stone or 
Christensen will see the light -- and not 
vote so consistently ina three-man block 
against Rossitter and Gibson. 

A great deal has been accomplished 
since this twosome was elected, and 
since the other three also were on the 
Council during the past two years, they, 
indeed, share in the over-all progress. 

But since the April 1966, election 
when Stone, Christensen, and Hawkins 
were re-elected, we detect a sudden new 
“alignment” or a “‘different’”? emphasis. 
In April we supported Hawkins, knowing 
that he had become more of a spokes- 
man and champion of real estate and de- 
velopers, but feeling that a ‘‘balance”’ and sor 
was necessary on the Council. We also 
supported Christensen and Stone but not 
with the thought in mind that they, too, 
would be party to either a watering down 
or an abandonment of high level stan- 
dards for zoning and building in Upland 
by a new 3 to 2 split. 


It remains to be seen what course city 
government will take. We call to our 
readers attention the above thoughts, so 
that in future actions they, too, will be 
as sharply aware of what is happening 
on the part of building, development, 
lending institutions, and real estate at- 
titudes as they pertain to Council re- Root 
quests, and then more importantly what 
Council actions are taken.

California school system 
faces enrollment crisis 


With school classes just a- 
round the corner again in most 
of Callfornta, a few facts about 
public education tn this state 
ought to be very timely. Some 
of them are almost frightening 
in what they mean to each local 
school district and to the state 
government, 

For instance: 

According to a report I read 
recently, one-quarter of Call- 
fornia’s 19 million population 
will be in public schools this 
fall, including 6&,400,000 pupils 
and 170,000 teachers. Junior 
college enrollment will be 
300,000, up 27,000 or nine per 
cent over last year, 

Fulltime enrollment in our 
State College System will rise 
more than seven per cent toa 
total of 113,700, University of 
Callfornia campuses will have 
an inerease of 10,000 students 
to a total of more than 88,000, 
up 11.6 per cent, 

California's school enroll. 
ment INCREASE alone this year 
will exceed the total number of 
students tn each of the following 
states: New Hampshire, Rhode 
Island, Vermont, Delaware, 
North Dakota, South: Dakota, 
Idaho, Montana, Wyoming, Ne- 
vada, Alaska and Hawail, 

Some more facts to ponder: 

Local property taxes still 
carry most of the load for lo- 
cal school support. The state 
government contributes 38,5 
per cent of the total cost of op- 
erating California's elementary 
and secondary schools, 

School libraries need more 
than 12 million more books than 
they have today to meet stand. 
ards recommended by the 
American Library Association, 

During the next 10 years, 
Callfornia will need at least 
215,000 new teachers for its 
elementary and secondary 
schools JUST TO CONTINUE 
CURRENT CLASS SIZES, which 


in many districts are too large 
already for efficient teaching, 

Because of enrollment tn- 
creases, tt costs Callfornta 
some $50 millfon more each 
year in state funds just to 
maintain the same quality pub. 
Iie school program as in the 
previous year, The cost of up. 
grading the quality of educa. 
tion from our present position 
of ‘just gtanding still’? would, 
of course, soar far above the 
$50 million more per year fi- 
gure, 


The report predicts that our 
publle school enrollment will 
increase by 1,700,000 pupils 
in the next 15 years. That would 
be more than the total enroll. 
ment today in 44 of the 50 
states, 


All these facts, figures and 
projections (which tn the past 
have usually turned out to be 
too low) at least give some 
idea of how complex and how 
large the problem of educat- 
ing our young people is in Call. 
fornia, It indicates, among oth- 
er things, that perhaps our 
whole tax structure will have 
to be overhauled, that some pre- 
sent state programs may have 
to be reduced or eliminated to 
free funds for educational pur- 
poses, and that better methods 
of teaching children en masse 
may have to be found. Also, 
more colleges will have to train 
vastly more teachers to keep 
pace with the flood of youngsters 
entering the public schools each 
year, 


At this point, I don’t have any 
solutions, nor does anyone else 
to whom I’ve talked, It’s clear, 
however, that major steps will 
have to be taken all along the 
line, without delay, by the Le. 
gislature, local government and 
the whole educational system, 
It's a case of taking construc. 
tive action--or facing chaos, 


Solon's questionnaire produces interesting answers 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Two- 
thirds of the 10,836 persons who 
answered Congressman Ken W, 
Dyal’s opinion questionnaire 
doubt that the War on Poverty 
ever will decrease America’s 
welfare load. 

However, a majority of the 
same people supported all] six 
of the individual War on Po- 
yerty programs listed in the 
questionnaire. 

‘*This is not a scientific poll, 
because these 10,836 persons 
do not represent a true ‘sta- 
tistical sample’ of our more 
than 670,000 residents,’’ Rep. 
Dyal pointed out. ‘“‘All these 
who ‘voted’ took the trouble to 
fill out three pages and attach 
a five-cent stamp. 

‘*However, the attitudes they 
expressed are revealing and 
worth serious study.’’ 

Exactly 68 per cent voted 
‘Never’’ when asked when they 
thought the War on Poverty 
would cut the welfare load. 
Only 1.9 per cent said one 
year; 13.0, five years; and 
17.1, 10 years. 

Yet the people revealed a 
much more optimistic attitude 
about individual programs. In 
each case, a majority wanted 
the programs kept the same or 
increased. 

Most popular was work-study 
grants for college students: 48.8 
wanted the grants increased, 
and 29.4 wanted them kept the 
same. Only 21.8 were opposed. 

Other War on Poverty re- 
sults: 

Project Headstart -- Increase, 
$4.7; Keep Same, 33.5; Recue, 
31.8. 

Domestic Peace Corps --In- 


crease, 22.9; Keep Same, 30.6; 
Reduce, 46.5. 

Job Corps -- Increase, 33.0; 
Keep Same, 28.9; Reduce, 38.1. 

Neighborhood Youth Corps -- 
Increase, 35.7; Keep Same, 
28.0; Reduce, 36.3 (the closest 
vote on the entire question- 
naire). 

Special small-business 
loans -- Increase, 44.4; Keep 
Same, 24.9; Recuce, 20.7. 

Opinion on Viet Nam was 
split sharply. 

Of the four lister alterna- 
tives, the largest percentage, 
28.3, favored expanding the war 
‘by conventional means. 


Only 10.3 wanted the war ex- 
panded with atomic weapons. 

Another 15.8 favored current 
policies, but 16.6 urged im- 
mediate withdrawal of US. 
troops. 

However, 29 per cent had 
other suggestions about Viet 
Nam -- leaving no policy with 
a clear majority. 

The largest majority -- 97.6 
-- voted to modify the foreign 
aid program. But only 7.5 wan- 
ted all aid abolished. 

Of the rest, 44.7 wanted the 
U.S. to be more selective in 
which nations receive aid. An- 
other 21.1 wanted military aid 
cut, and 20.5 wanted economic 
aid cut. 

“Congress recently cut and 
changed our foreign aid pro- 
gram, in response to public 
opinion like this,’’ Rep. Dyal 
commented. 

The second highest majority 
on the questionnaire, 97.2 per 
cent ‘Yes,’’ came on the fi- 
nal question: ‘Do you favor 


having your Congressman poll 
you for your views on impor- 
tant issues facing the Con- 
gress?”

This questionnaire was NOT 
printed at government expense.

School, will have his office at 
Upland Elementary School. 

“Physical Plant - Those pu- 
pills attending Cabrillo will be 
attending a brand new school.

Plans are being made now tore- 
habilitate Upland Junior High 
School.

This 
decision was made, as a fine 
educational plant can be pro- 
vided by rehabilitating, and It 
will save thousands of dollars 
(estimated $200,000) to reha- 
Dilltate rather than to tear down 
and build a new plant.
